This led to an 
examination of the whole question of the retention and re-organization of the 
Bengal Fisheries Department. The department has only been in existence 
for ten years, the staff even when at full strength is small, and it cannot as 
yet point to important practical achievements. It has therefore not succeeded 
so far in enlisting the support of public opinion. The reason for this is not far 
to seek. The work of the department falls into two main branches, research 
and demonstration, and } must necessarily precede demonstration 
Up to the present che officers of the department have been largely engaged in 

Tt is in the stage of propaganda and demonstration that the results 
of the researches of the department will become known to the public and be 
“appreciated by them. In Ta on where fish forms an important part of the 
diet of the people an efficient department of fisheries has great possibilities 
before it, and in course of time will undoubtedly accomplish work . of the 
greatest practical value to the people. This view has led the Hon'ble Minis- 
ter in charge to decide on the retention of the Fishery Department with its 
former staff of one Director and two Superintendents, and the Secretary of

4. The absence of a permanent Director and the want of laboratory 
accommodation hampered scientific work during the year under report. It is 
however satisfactory to note that definite results have been obtained in carp 
cultural experiments. Not only have the carp been observed to breed in 
confined waters under certain special conditions, but it has also been found 
— to fertilize the eggs artificially by stripping the male and the female.

No. 19427 F., dated the 23rd December 192/.—In exercise of the powers 
conferred by rule 44 read with rule 5 of the Fundamental Rules, the Governor 
in Council is pleased to make the following rules governing the grant of 
travelling allowances to officers under the administrative control of the local 
Government. 


TRAVELLING ALLOWANCE RULES. 


DEFINITIONS. 


In these files :— : 

(a) Actual travelling expenses means the actual cost of 
transporting a Government servant with his servants and 
personal luggage, including charges for ferry and other 
tolls and for carriage of camp equipment if necessary. It 
does mgt include charges for hotels, travellers’ bungalows 
or refreshments or for the curriage of stores @® convey- 
ances or for presents to coachmen and the like; or any 
allowance for such incidental losses or expenses as the 
breakage of crockery, Wear and tear of fyrnitare and the 
employment of additional servants. 

(b) Camp *quipage means the apparatus@for moving a 
camp. 

re) Camp equipment means tents and tlre requisites for 
pitching and furnishing them or, where tents are not 
carried, sach articles of camp furniture as it may be neces- 
sary, in the interests of the public service, for a Govern- 
ment servant to take with him on tour. 

(d) Comvetent authority, in relation to the exercise of 
any power, means the hocal Government or any authority 
to which the power is Golegated by or under these rules.

at midnight; but an absence from headquarters which 
does not exceed twenty-four honrs shall be reckoned for 
all purposes as one day, at whatever hours the absence 
begins or ends.

Any individual Government servaat who held, prior to the introdaction 
of these rules, a post on Progressive pay and way incinded, in view of 
the maximam pay of such post, in“a grade bigher than that to which 
he is qmtitied under this rule, shall not be reduced in grade auless he is 
redu to a lower post.

Section il.—Permanent travelling allowance. 


6. A permanent monthly travelling allowance may be 
granted by a competent authority to any Government ser- 
vant whose duties require him to travel extensively. 
Such an allowance is granted in lieu of all other forms of 
travelling allowance for journeys within the*Government 
servant’s sphere of duty and is drawn all the year rouné, 
whether the Government servant is absent from his head- 
quarters or not. * 

7. A permanent travelling allowance cannot be drawn 
during joining time nor, unless in any case it be otherwise 
expressly provided in these rules, during any period for 
which travelling allowance of any other kind is drawn, 
Its drawal during leave is governed by rules made under 
fundamental rule 93. 

8. When a Government servant holds, either substant- 
ively or in an officiating capacity, two or more posts to 
each of which a permanent travelling allowance is attached, 
he may be granted such permanent travelling allowance, 
not exceeding the total of all the allowances, as the 
competent authority may consider to be necessary in order 
to cover the travelling expenses which he has to incur. 


Section IV.—Conveyance and horse allowance. 


Ss. A coffipetent authority may grant, on such condi- 
tions as*it thinks fit to impose,» monthly conveyance or 
horse allowance to any Government servant who is re- 
quired to travel extensively at or withina short distance 
from his headquarters under conditions which do not 
render him eligible for daily allowance. ‘he competent 
authority re also decide at the time of granting the 
allowance if a Government servant should give, for pur- 
poses of audit, a certificate of possession of a means of 
conveyance, 

10. Except as otherwise provided in these rules and 
unless the authority sanctioning it otherwise direct, a con- 
veyance or horse allowance is drawn all the year round, is 
not forfeited during absence from headquarters and may 
be drawn in addition to any other travelling allowance ad- 
missible under these rules; provided that a Government 
servant, who is in receipt of » conveyance allowance speci- 
tically granted for the upkeep of a motor-car or motor 
cycle, shall not draw mileage or daily allowance for a 
journey by the motor-car or motor-cycl@ except on such 
conditions as the authority which sanctions the convey- 
ance allowance may prescribe.
